bill. The bill Is so radically different 
from anything ever pasesd that tbo 
attorneys are gathered to discuss and 
come to some understanding as to 
the terms of the bill.- 


All of the General Counsel of all 


railroads in the country doing an in- 
terstate business were invited and 
about seventy are present, and this 
number includes all of the big roads 
of the country, both east and, west. 


They were asked to eubmlt a list of 
questions to be discussed and at the 
first session held ,on Tuesday it was 
quickly seen that there were so many 
of these that it would take too much 


A committee was therefore appoint- 


ed to take all of the questions and 
arrange them suitably for discussion. 


Tho committee worked tho- entire 


day Tuesday, and last night they were 
put in print and the copies were 
ready this morning and the real busi- 
ness' of the conference were begun. 


It'is estimated that it will take 


until Friday to discuss ail ot the 
question*. As a result of this confer- 
ence it is expected that there will be 
a general understanding of the amend 
montn and their effect, 
until
